The tvo witnesses who saw 
the assault seem to ine to have given their 
evidence atraightfursardby enough and 
without exaggeration, and the medical 
evidence supports it.’ Then he goes on to 
aay tat as the assault took place about a 
month before it-was brought to hia notice 
he is vot inclined to regard it as a serious 
one; and finally he acquits the prisoner, 
adding, huwever, that be thinks there 
is good reason why a atrict inquiry 
should be held by the American Con- 
sul as to the treatment the complainant 


received throughout the voyage, —a sugges- 
tion probably. elicited by the fact 
that the two witnesses for the prosecution 
stated that the complainant had been fre- 
quently assaulted by the defendant while 
the vessel was on the hich seas. To find 
a man guilty of an assault of this kind and 
acquit him solely on the ground that a 
month had elapsed before the caso was 
brought to his notice, must have seemed 3 
little absurd even to Mr Wodehouse him- 
self, aud he adda, as another reason, that 
the caso had beéh brought before him in a 
peculiar manner, Hia Worship probably 
thought the latter was sufficiently good 
reason why the case should be disposed of 
in a peculiar maguer. Ip the course of the 
trial he spoke of the case as one which had 
come opin ‘a rather myst:ripussort of way : 
as if there was something shady or under- 
band about the prosecution. The myster- 
ious sort of way in which it was brought into 
Court was simply this.

( Before His Lordship Chief Justice
